Bush touts gains in Mideast 
democracy; nearly 500,000 
denounce U.S. in Beirut rally 

WASHINGTON I President Bush said Tuesday 
that authoritarian rule in the Middle East 
has begun to ease, and he insisted anew that 
Syria must end its nearly three -decade occu- 
pation of Lebanon. 

“Today, I have a message for the people 
of Lebanon: All the world is witnessing your 
great movement of conscience,” Bush said 
during a speech on terrorism at National 
Defense University. “The American people 
are at your side.” 

Nearly 500,000 pro-Syrian demonstrators 
in Lebanon, however, had a different message. 
The mass protest in Beirut by people chant- 
ing anti-American slogans and carrying plac- 
ards that read, “America is 
the source of terrorism,” far 
outnumbered the 70,000 
who shouted “Syria out” on 
the streets on Monday. 

The Bush administra- 
tion brushed aside the 
anti-American sentiment, 
saying it was happy to see 
people peacefully express their views. Bush, 
undaunted, listed nations — Russia, France, 
Germany and Saudi Arabia — that have called 
for Syria’s withdrawal from Lebanon. 

“Freedom will prevail in Lebanon,” he said. 

Bush’s wide-ranging speech was filled 
with what he called “welcome signs” of dem- 
ocratic reform in the Middle East, includ- 
ing elections in Afghanistan, Iraq and the 
Palestinian territories. 

“The chances of democratic prog- 
ress in the broader Middle East have 
seemed frozen in place for decades,” he 
said. “Yet, at last, clearly and sudden- 
ly, the thaw has begun.” deb riechmann (ap)

Mystery of King Tut’ s Death Endures 

But pharaoh didn’t die violently, researchers say 


Mainland OKs use of 
force against island if 
it claims independence 

BEIJING I China unveiled a law 
Tuesday authorizing an attack if 
Taiwan moves toward formal inde- 
pendence, increasing pressure on 
the self-ruled island. 

Taiwan denounced the legisla- 
tion as a “blank check to invade” 
and announced war games aimed 
at repelling an attack. 

The proposed anti-secession law, 
read for the first time before the cer- 
emonial National People’s Congress, 
does not specify what actions might 
invite a Chinese attack. 

“If possibilities for a peaceful 
reunification should be complete- 
ly exhausted, the state shall employ 
nonpeaceful means and other nec- 
essary measures to protect China’s 
sovereignty,” Wang Zhaoguo, deputy 
chairman of the congress’ Standing 
Committee, told the nearly 3,000 
members gathered in the Great Hall 
of the People.

CAIRO I King Tut wasn’t murdered 
by a blow to the head, nor was his 
chest crushed in an accident. But 
after ruling out those theories, the 
most revealing tests ever performed 
on the boy pharaoh’s mummy didn’t 
solve the mystery of how he died. 

The results of the high-tech CT 
scan released Tuesday raised one new 
possibility: Days before his death, Tut 
might have broken his thigh, punc- 


turing the skin, which could have 
caused a dangerous infection. 

But not every member of the 
Egyptian -led team that pored over 
1,700 CT images ofTut’s body taken 
two months ago agreed. Some said 
the fracture could have occurred 
from mishandling when the 
mummy was discovered in 1922. 

Zahi Hawass, head of Egypt’s 
Supreme Council of Antiquities, 


said the study allowed him to 
rule out violent death, but left 
him with no idea how Tut died. 
He stressed it was unlikely they 
would ever find an answer. 

Still, the results provided the 
most revealing insight yet into 
ancient Egypt’s most famous king, 
who ruled 3,300 years ago. Tut was a 
well-fed, healthy 19 -year-old, stand- 
ing 5 feet, 6 inches tall, the study 
suggested. It was the first time his 
age has been established, (ap) 


Scottish Aid Worker Shot Dead in Kabul 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Gunmen 
driving landcruisers killed a 41- 
year- old Scottish development 
consultant in the first fatal shoot- 
ing of a foreign aid worker in the 
Afghan capital since the fall of the 
Taliban three years ago, officials 
said Tuesday. 

A purported spokesman for the 


hardline militia claimed responsi- 
bility for the Monday night attack, 
which broke a lull in violence in the 
city and could shake confidence that 
security is improving nationwide. 
Police said they have yet to iden- 
tify the attackers or establish the 
motive. 

Steven Blair MacQueen, 41, a 


private consultant advising Afghan- 
istan’s rural development ministry, 
was shot and killed inside his pickup 
truck, just 30 yards from the main 
guest house for U.N. workers and 
close to the Dutch Embassy.

Under Fire, U.S. 
Fast-Tracks Probe

BAGHDAD I The U.S. military decid- 
ed Tuesday to conduct an acceler- 
ated inquiry to learn why American 
troops opened fire, killing an Italian 
intelligence agent and wounding an 
Italian journalist he helped rescue 
from insurgents in Iraq. 

The decision came as the mili- 
tary also opened an inquiry into the 
shooting death of a Bulgarian sol- 
dier, which appeared to be a friendly 
fire incident on the same day.

Throngs cheer Syria’s presence, denounce U.S. 


BEIRUT, LEBANON I Hundreds of 
thousands jammed a central Beirut 
square Tuesday, chanting support 
for Syria and anti-U.S. slogans in 
a thundering show of strength by 
the militant group Hezbollah — 
a rally that greatly outnumbered 
recent demonstrations against 
Syria’s presence in Lebanon. 

An Associated 
Press estimate put 
the crowd’s size at 
up to 500,000. 

The demonstra- 
tion came hours 
before Syria began 
redeploying its 
troops within Lebanon to an area 
closer to the two countries’ border. 
President Bush, who rejects this as 
a half-step, demanded Tuesday that 
Syria withdraw completely. 

But that was not the sentiment 
among the protesters in Riad Solh 
square, where a huge banner read, 
in English: “Thank you, Syria.” 

Hezbollah, an anti-Israeli party 
representing Shiite Muslims, orga-

nized the rally as a way of demon- 
strating that it will remain a pow- 
erful force in Lebanon even if Syria 
leaves. It is the best armed faction 
in Lebanon and enjoys strong sup- 
port among the country’s 1.2 mil- 
lioni Shiites. Respect for it extends 
beyond the Shiites because of its 
years of fighting against Israel. 

Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, 
Hezbollah’s leader, addressed the 
crowd from a balcony on a build- 
ing facing the square. 

“Lebanon is not Ukraine,” 
Nasrallah said, referring to that 
country’s “orange revolution” last 
year. “If anyone thinks you can bring 
down a state with a few demonstra- 
tions, ... a few shouts, a few media, 
he is suspect, he is wrong.” 

The weeks of anti- Syrian dem- 
onstrations in Beirut followed 
the Feb. 14 assassination of for- 
mer Prime Minister Rafik Hariri. 
Many Lebanese accuse Syria and 
Lebanon’s government of responsi- 
bility for Hariri’s death; both deny

Chechen Rebel Leader Dies in Raid

Kremlin blamed 
Maskhadov for series 
of terrorist attacks 

MOSCOW I Chechen rebel leader 
Aslan Maskhadov, a fugitive with 
a $10 million price on his head 
who was linked by the Kremlin to 
a deadly school hostage siege and 
other attacks, was killed Tuesday 
during a special forces operation. 

Reports differed on whether he 
was killed by the Federal Security 
Service forces or inadvertently shot 
by one of his own bodyguards in a 


bunker in north- central Chechnya. 

Russian television showed video 
of a shirtless corpse strongly resem- 
bling Maskhadov lying in a pool of 
blood. The leader of separatist forc- 
es in Chechnya fought the Russian 
army to standstill in 199b and then 
was elected president of the republic 
when the Russians withdrew. 

But as head of de facto indepen- 
dent Chechnya, the secular-mind- 
ed Maskhadov, 53, lost influence to 
fundamentalist Islamic rebels. By 
the time Russian forces returned in 
1999, he was overshadowed by war- 
lord Shamil Basayev and regarded

U.N. Court Indicts Kosovo’s PM 


Haradinaj steps down, 
says he will surrender 

PRISTINA, SERBIA- MONTENEGRO I 

Kosovo’s prime minister resigned 
Tuesday and said he would surren- 
der to the U.N. court that has indict- 
ed him for alleged war crimes. But 
he insisted he was innocent. 

Ramush Haradinaj said he 
would leave Wednesday for The 
Hague, Netherlands, where the 
tribunal is based. Proclaiming 
his innocence, Haradinaj said his 
actions as an ethnic Albanian rebel 
commander during the 1998-99 war 
against Serb forces were consistent 


with international law. 

Neither Haradinaj nor tribunal 
officials gave any 
details on the charg- 
es. Serbian officials 
accuse him of com- 
mand responsibili- 
ty in the alleged kill- 
ing of several Serb 
civilians by Kosovo 
Liberation Army forces in 1998. 

Kosovo still seethes with ethnic 
tensions nearly six years after the 
end of the 1998-99 war between 
Serbs and ethnic Albanians. The 
ethnic Albanian majority considers 
Haradinaj a hero in the struggle for 


independence from Serb rule. But 
most of the Serb minority hate him 
and other past KLA leaders that 
fought former Yugoslav President 
Slobodan Milosevic’s Serb forces. 

Milosevic himself is being tried 
by the tribunal for his alleged part 
in atrocities in Kosovo and other 
Balkan wars. That trial, and the 
fact that most of those who have 
answered to the court have been 
Serbs, have embittered Serbs, who 
accuse the tribunal of bias, (ap)

Gas Prices Could 


Jump in 

Costs at the pump 
may stay above $2 per 
gallon, forecasters say 

WASHINGTON I Gasoline prices prob- 
ably will jump an additional 15 cents 
this spring and remain well above 
$2 a gallon through the heavy driv- 
ing season, forecasters say. 

There’s also little relief in sight 
for crude oil prices, which are push- 
ing gasoline costs higher. Crude 
prices probably will remain “near 
the high to mid-$40” a barrel 
range well into 2006, the Energy 
Department’s Energy Information 
Administration said Tuesday. 

Regular gasoline averaged $2 
a gallon last week, 26 cents higher 
than a year ago, and crude prices 
have been above $50 a barrel. On 
Tuesday, crude prices briefly sur- 
passed $55 a barrel before set- 
tling at $54.59 on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. 

While the EIA expects prices to 
ease off from the currently high lev- 
els, it noted that oil prices are highly 
sensitive to market pressures. 

Some analysts have suggested 
crude could surpass $60 a barrel

in the coming weeks and stay high 
because of growing global demand 
and the limited ability of producers 
to easily expand production. 

The report said motorists are 
likely to see increasing pump pric- 
es in 2005, with regular gasoline 
expected to average about $2.10 a 
gallon nationwide during the heavy 
driving season from April through 
September. That’s one -fifth higher

Shoe Giant DSW Says 
Customer Info Stolen 

Thieves took credit card data from 103 stores 


COLUMBUS, OHIO I Credit card infor- 
mation from customers of more 
than 100 DSW Shoe Warehouse 
stores was stolen from a compa- 
ny computer’s database over the 
last three months, a lawyer for the 
national chain said Tuesday. 

The company discovered the 
theft of credit card and personal 
shopping information on Friday and 
reported it to federal authorities, 
said Julie Davis, general counsel for 
the chain’s parent, Retail Ventures 
Inc. The Secret Service is investi- 
gating, she said. 

Customers should check their 


credit card statements and report 
any irregularities, Davis said. 

The information was stolen from 
a database for 103 of the chain’s 175 
stores. The number of credit cards 
involved was sizable, but the Secret 
Service could not provide a specific 
number, said Kurt Douglass, special 
agent in charge of the Cincinnati 
field office. 

Reports of theft or loss of cred- 
it card and other customer infor- 
mation have broadened in recent 
months, involving companies such 
as ChoicePoint, Bank of America 
and BJ’s Wholesale Club.

Students meet at 
UDC as EPA removes 
mercury from school 

WASHINGTON I Students from 
Cardozo High School will contin- 
ue attending classes at the University 
of the District of Columbia on 
Wednesday while federal contrac- 
tors hunt for more traces of mercury. 

Only about a third of Cardozo’s 
830 students attended the first day 
of orientation Tuesday. The school 
system provided buses, but students 
were to take public transportation 
beginning Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, Environmental 
Protection Agency officials said 
more droplets of the toxic sub- 
stance were removed from Cardozo 
on Monday, after cleaning crews dis- 
covered another contaminated area 
over the weekend. 

“We’re collecting anything that 
may have been used in the clean- 
up,” said on-scene EPA coordina- 
tor Marcos Aquino, who showed 
reporters a sample of mercury 
from the school that was so small 


it was barely visible. 

School Board President Peggy 
Cooper Cafritz was critical of the 
cleanup process at Cardozo and 
appealed to students to stop using 
mercury as a prank during an 
appearance on WTTG-TV. 

But officials said it doesn’t seem 


to be a prank that closed Hardy 
Middle School for mercury con- 
tamination Tuesday. A student acci- 
dentally dropped a mercury ther- 
mometer Monday in a classroom, 
witnesses said.

Rather ; s Last Words 



The veteran anchor 
says goodbye in a 
tear-free look back 

NEWS ON NEWS I “Dan Rather: A 
Reporter Remembers” (8 p.m., CBS) 
offers a glance back at Rather’s 
career and at some of the major 
stories of the past four decades. 
Tonight marks Rather’s last night 
as anchor of the CBS Evening News, 
a post he has held since 1981. 

“Reporter” recalls Rather’s Texas 
youth and his early days as a jack- 
of-all-trades in radio and then tele- 
vision news. 

The bulk of the salute is dedicat- 
ed to Rather’s reportage from the 
frontline of the Civil Rights strug- 
gle, from the Kennedy assassina- 
tions, under fire in Vietnam, being 
beaten up at the 1968 Democratic 
Convention and asking questions of 
and about powerful politicians. 

“Reporter” tries to deal with 
Rather’s reputation for some- 
times seeming strange. Rather 
discusses the 1986 mugging inci- 
dent that inspired the R.E.M. song 
“What’s the Frequency, Kenneth?” 
But the show never mentions the 
anchor’s peculiar 1985 decision to 
end his broadcasts with the word 
“Courage” and then, just as enig- 
matically, to stop. 

In this valedictory summary 
Rather also reflects when he may 


have gone over the line. And he 
apologizes for mistakes made last 
September when his “60 Minutes” 
team appeared to be hoodwinked by 
bogus documents about President 
Bush’s reserve duty. But Rather 
makes no apologies to critics who 
have tried to make him a poster boy 


for the liberal media. The show’s 
emphasis on Rather’s service on 
dangerous assignments under- 
scores his defiant attitude. Where 
is the footage of Bill O’Reilly, Sean 
Hannity or Rush Limbaugh report- 
ing from a combat zone under 
enemy fire? 


In acknowledging the anchor’s 
critics, the documentary includes a 
shot of a handmade poster embla- 
zoned with the phrase “Up Yours, 
Dan Rather.” In its own way, 
“Reporter” lets the critics know 
that the feelings are mutual, kevin

Two classic comedies 
earn a polished but 
long overdue release 

DVDS I The Warner Bros, release of 
two of Katharine Hepburn’s best 
films — “Bringing Up Baby” and

the long- overdue DVD debut of 
“Baby,” a box office flop about a 
nerdy scientist (Cary Grant) who 
falls for a loopy heiress (Hepburn) 
that’s now regarded as an American 
classic. 

It also gives “The Philadelphia 
Story” the two -disc treatment it 
richly deserves after a previously 
issued version that contained no 
extras. Each can be bought indi- 
vidually or as part of Warner’s 
Classic Comedies Collection, which

also includes single -disc releases of 
“Dinner at Eight,” “Libeled Lady,”

er. Still, don’t be surprised to see a 
few black lines and flecks onscreen 
in both films. 

Bonus feature-wise, each 
includes documentaries, com- 
mentary tracks and shorts from the 
Warner Bros, vault. The shorts are 
superfluous and apropos of noth- 
ing, but virtually everything else 
on these DVDs — particularly last 
year’s Turner Classic Movies doc- 
umentary “Cary Grant: A Class 
Apart,” featured on “Bringing Up 
Baby” — adds a layer of further 
appreciation for these beloved 
farces. 

Of course, in the end, the real 
reason to own these is for the movies 
themselves. They demonstrate that 
great comedy isn’t merely funny.

The multi-culti music 
of rapper M.I.A. is 
infused with realism 

NEW FACES I It’s hard to say which 
is more interesting: M.I.A.’s back- 
ground or her music. Beginning as 
a youth on the run from authorities, 
continuing as a refugee in London 
and now as an artist with what is 
likely to be one of the most written- 
about albums of 2005, the 27-year- 
old daughter of a Sri Lankan rebel 
has lived an extraordinary life. 

M.I.A.’s electro -Bollywood-hip - 
hop has generated gargantuan inter- 
est among pop tastemakers based on 
a single song. “Galang” is an intense- 
ly rhythmic culture clash that draws 
heavily on American gangsta rap 
and Hindi film, Jamaican dance - 
hall and Europop. 

M.I.A.’s debut album, “Arular,” 
due soon from Beggar’s Banquet, is 
a more in-depth exploration of the 
singer’s refugee eclecticism. It’s an 
unstoppable riot of sound, weaving 
London street slang with Sri Lankan 
nursery rhymes, world politics and 
personal experience. 


Maya Arulpragasam was born 
in London but moved to Sri Lanka 
with her family when she was 6 
months old. M.I.A. and her fami- 
ly were among the minority Tamil 
population in a country dominated 
by Sinhalese; her father was part 
of a militant group seeking inde- 
pendence. 

Rebel activities kept her father 
separated from the family and 
her family on the run for the next 
decade. When civil war broke out, 
they relocated to India. 

“My father’s idea of safety was 
sticking us in the middle of nowhere 
where the army couldn’t get us but 
without water, food, medication 
and money.” 

Much of the Tamil population 
today is starving and restricted to 
refugee camps, she said. The rebel 
group her father helped form is 
now considered a terrorist orga- 
nization. 

“In the ’70s, these people 
set out with ideas to be revolu- 
tionaries and fight for indepen- 
dence .... she explained. “Those 
terms don’t exist anymore.”

NATIONALS I Mark Mulder threw 
four strong innings, rebounding 
nicely from a disappointing spring 
training debut to lead the St. Louis 
Cardinals to a 9-7 win Tuesday over 
the Washington Nationals. 

In his second start of the spring, 
Mulder allowed two runs and five 
hits in three innings, walking one 
and striking out three.

that university right now, I could 
scream.” Murphy said. 

There’s plenty of that going 
around after Purple Eagles’ fans 
stormed the HSBC Arena court to 
celebrate Niagara’s 81-59 victory over 
Rider in the Metro Atlantic Athletic 
Championship game Monday. 

The victory ended a frustrating 
string of close calls for the Purple 
Eagles, who had gone 0-5 in cham- 
pionship games since joining con- 
ference play in 1980. 

The Purple Eagles have suddenly 
regained a share ofthe national prom- 
inence they once held in the 1950s, 
‘60s and early ‘70s. That’s when 


Niagara enjoyed its heyday, earning 
seven NIT berths from 1950-72. 

It took seven-year coach Joe 
Mihalich and a talented core of three 
seniors — center Juan Mendez and 
guards Alvin Cruz and David Brooks 
— to finally bridge that gap. 

“I’m just numb,” said Mihalich, 
overwhelmed by the flood of con- 
gratulatory phone calls he’s received 
since the victory.

Shaq obese’ in study 
stating nearly half the 
league is overweight 

HEALTH I Last week it was obese 
football players. Now it’s ... over- 
weight basketball players? 

Yep. If you apply a widely used 
criterion to the published heights 
and weights of NBA players, nearly 
half qualify as overweight. 

Only four play- 
ers assessed using 
the body-mass 
index (BMI) by The 
Associated Press 
made it all the way 
to the “obese” range, 
most notably — you 
guessed it — Miami Heat star 
Shaquille O’Neal. 

Butthe notion that 200 other NBA 
players out of 426 are even within a 
3-point shot oftubby might make one 
wonder: Just how good is the BMI at 
telling if somebody is too fat? 

The body-mass index doesn’t 
directly measure fat. It comes 
from a formula that considers only 
weight and height. At 7-foot-l and 
325 pounds, O’Neal had the NBA’s 
highest BMI, 31.6, in the AP analysis. 
(He admits to gaining 2 pounds since 
those numbers were posted.) 

“I’ve read that same formula, 
but as an athlete, I’m classified as 
phenomenal,” O’Neal said. “You can

ROAD TEST I The Nissan Frontier 
holds its own in the group of 2005 
small or midsize pickup trucks, 
though one hopes the rest of the 
line rides better than the sporty, 
off-road-tuned NISMO — Nissan 
Motor Sports — model. Unless you 
plan on driving your pickup in the 
Baja 1000, you might do well to con- 
sider a more civilized version. 

The new Frontier is offered in 
extended and “Crew” cab styles. The 
former, which Nissan calls “King” 
cab, has two small, rear-hinged 
doors to access the rear seating 
area. Back there are two cramped 
jumpseats with bolt, upright backs 
— more suitable for small pets than 
for people. (The NISMO is avail- 
able also with a King cab.) The Crew 
style has four conventional front- 
hinged doors and a rear bench seat 
that’s much more comfortable. 

In terms of performance, 
Frontier’s handling on the road 
can be skittish. The rack-and-pin- 
ion steering might also be suitable 
for off-road, but doesn’t offer much 
feedback in on-road driving. 

On the upside, the new Frontier’s 
engine makes it very quick, and its 
automatic transmission works 
smoothly and downshifts without 
hesitation when the driver requests it 



with a nudge of the accelerator. The 
cabin is reasonably quiet on the high- 
way, and the Frontier’s body feels as 
solid as the proverbial rock. 

Frontiers are available with as 
modern a package of safety fea- 
tures as a pickup gets, including 
side-impact air bags to protect the 
head and help prevent ejections in 
rollovers; electronic stability control; 
hill descent control for off-roading; 
and hill starting assist to prevent roll- 
back when starting off uphill. 

The interior doesn’t shine aes- 
thetically, though; the dashboard 
looks like it was put together from a

For some workers, 
the cubical is like 
their second home 

For Hawaiian Shirt Fridays at 
Jeter, Cook & Jepson Architects in 
Hartford, Conn., architect Michael 
Waszkelewicz, 50, gets a shiny arti- 
ficial palm tree from a closet and 
hangs it from the ventilation system 
above his cubicle. The palm could 
be an oddity, but it isn’t. 

Waszkelewicz’s cubicle is filled 


with live plants, making the fake 
tree less prominent. Covering one 
partition of the cubicle are postcards 
and pictures featuring palm trees. 
“It’s calming,” he said. 

Cubicle space, much like the 
invisible personal space people 
create around them, is a conjured 
room giving the illusion of priva- 
cy and individuality in the work- 
place. Cubicles are like a second 
home for some, and they decorate 
them as such. 

“Decoration is really tied into a 
sense of ownership,” said Wellesley 
College psychology professor Steven 
Schiavo. He conducted research 
on faculty offices at Wellesley and 


found that professors who decorat- 
ed their offices were more attached 
to their workplace and, therefore, 
made it more homelike. 

Cubicle decorations also help 
connect to others, he said. Called 
“impression management,” decorat- 
ing a visible space showcases what 
one wants to reveal about oneself. 

“The person in the cubicle is 
doing it not just for herself or him- 
self, but for the visitor,” said Rhoda 
Green, a New York organizational 
consultant. This may be why some 
companies restrict cubicle decora- 
tions: to uphold a professional atmo- 
sphere reflecting the company’s phi- 
losophy, especially for visitors. 

Zita Christian of Hartford’s 
Bushnell Center for the Performing 
Arts designed her cubicle space to 
represent four elements of nature. A 
dragon on the windowsill represents

fire; blue fabric under the dragon 
represents water; plants represent 
earth; and a butterfly represents air. 
“It helps me to focus,” Christian said 
of the decorations in her “house,” as 
she calls her cubicle. 

Office-space designer Laura 
Bordeaux said it’s important that 
people personalize work areas with 
“pictures of their family members, 
or pets, or children’s drawings and 
things like that, so they see why 


they are working.” 

Not everyone agrees. Natasha 
Rethke, interactive art director at 
Mintz & Hoke in Avon, Conn., main- 
tains a surprisingly bare space for a 
Web site designer. “I have so many 
diverse clients that I must get into 
their mindsets and their aesthet- 
ics,” Rethke, 40, says. “Having my 
own decorations and memorabilia 
around clutters my creative process.”

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Let’s Not Talk 


I’VE BEEN TAKING a low dose of an 
SSRI and trying therapy (individu- 
al, group, various counselors) for 
almost a year for mild depression. 
The therapy hasn’t helped but the 
medication is fine. I joined a church, 
which has helped somewhat; I’m 
also doing self-help work. But my 
doctor insists I stay in therapy as 
a condition of getting medication. I 
gave it a fair shake and I don’t think 
it’s for me. Do I have to get a new 

doctor? -OVER IT IN WASHINGTON 

To play devil’s advocate, how are 
you sure therapy didn’t help? Did 
you run your own control group? 

But your dissatisfaction is clear. 
You gave some different modes of 
counseling a shot, and you lasted 
a year. Before you go footloose 
and fancy-free, consider this: One 
important reason to stick with 
therapy while on meds is to have a 
professional on the lookout for trou- 
blesome side effects. With recent 
studies associating certain SSRIs 
with increased suicidal behavior, 
that’s not to be taken lightly. Good 
therapy can also help you prevent 
your depression’s return by expos- 


ing its roots and giving you the psy- 
chological tools to fight it. 

Talk with your doctor about 
alternative arrangements: Going 
to sessions less often, seeking faith- 
based counseling or incorporating 
self-help work into your treatment. 
You’ve come so far, I’d hate to see 
you rock the boat. 

When should I tell a new boyfriend 
I suffer from bipolar disorder? I’ve 
been in treatment, successfully, for 
years, so it doesn’t affect my daily 
life all that much. But I always have 
trouble figuring out when this needs 
to come out. -waiting in Arlington 

It only “needs” to be revealed 
when you feel the need, and when 
you’re comfortable enough in your 
relationship to express it. Chances 
are your partner has some similar 
quandary, perhaps about an aspect 
of his family history, a medical 
issue, or a complicated life event 
that shaped who he is. When you’ve 
heard what seems to be an equiva- 
lent revelation from him, or you’ve 
grown close enough that it feels like 
not revealing something equals hid- 
ing it, that might be a fitting time to 
open up. Don’t feel the need to make 
it a “deep dark secret” moment: It’s a 
revelation that says more about your 
strength than your weakness.

Summer coursework 
keeps students out of 
the hot summer sun 

Ahh, summer. The sky is blue, the 
weather is warm and every day is 
casual Friday. It’s the time to hit 
the beach, take a long lunch, grill 
dinner outside and head back to 
school. Huh? 

It used to be that summer school 
was for delinquents who didn’t get 
the job done during the year, but 
times have changed. These days 
the hottest months offer some of 
the coolest classes in the area, in 
subjects ranging from forensic psy- 
chology to information security to 
wildflower identification. Summer 
classes are often shorter, sometimes 
smaller and nearly always easier to 
get into than similar classes during 
the regular school year, and some 
schools even offer programs exclu- 
sively during this season. 

For Julie Guyot, a social worker 
now getting her master’s degree at 
Howard University, a couple sum- 
mer classes at John Hopkins 
University’s School of Advanced 
International Studies gave her 
the perfect opportunity to add an 
international focus to her tradition- 
al social work curriculum. For one 
class, Humanitarianism, Aid and 
Politics, she wrote a paper on child 
soldiers, which turned into a project 
she’ll be presenting at an interna- 
tional conference of lawmakers in 
South Africa later this month. 

One of the benefits of her pro- 


gram, Guyot said, was the mix of 
students in the classes. “I’m the 
social worker, there’s a law student, 
here’s the guy with a military his- 
tory. You get people from all levels 
of the issue.” Those perspectives led 
to some lively debates in class, she 
said, and opened her eyes to the 
varying approaches each profes- 
sional brought to the table. 

At Marymount University, pro- 
fessionals from all different fields 
make up the majority of students 
in the summer, as opposed to the 
more traditional college population 
that attends during the rest of the 
year, said Chris Domes, vice pres- 
ident for enrollment and student 
services. As at most area schools, 
enrollment is lower in the summer 
than during the rest of the year — a 
big advantage for students. Classes 
are usually smaller, professors more 
accessible and even parking is less 


of a pain, said Domes. 

Lower enrollment often makes it 
easier for non-degree students to get 
into courses they might be shut out 
of during the academic year. Most 
schools give priority to degree stu- 
dents, so adults who want to drop 
in for a course or two don’t get spots 
unless there’s room after regular 
enrollment. At the University of 
Maryland, only about a third of 
the school’s 30,000 students stick 
around for the summer. Though 
there are fewer courses offered, 
that still leaves room for visitors 
to enroll, said Chuck Wilson, who 
directs the school’s summer term. 

Maryland offers many of its 
undergraduate and graduate cours- 
es during the summer as well as the 
two -month, summer- only Intensive 
Language Institute. The Institute 
launched

in 2002 with an Arabic class and 
now offers Spanish and Italian as 
well. Students meet in a classroom 
from 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m, four days 
a week, with Wednesday reserved 
for a cultural experience — trips to 
restaurants, films or museums, for 
example. Wilson said the Institute 
started because of “a real need for 
the understanding of the culture 
and the language” among profes- 
sionals in the area, particularly in 
Arabic, though undergrads some- 
times also take the classes to fulfill 
their language requirement. 

Summer classes, even those also 
offered during the year, often oper- 
ate on a shorter, more condensed 
schedule during the summer. At 
George Washington University, the 
school’s typically 14 -week semesters 
are shortened to six weeks. It’s the 


same at Trinity University, where 
the regularly 16 -week classes are 
just six weeks during the summer. 
While that leaves time for people 
to take a class and squeeze in a few 
days at the beach, it also can cre- 
ate more pressure and work dur- 
ing the class. 

“It’s really intense,” said Kathleen 
Dunn, who’s working toward her 
MBA at Trinity and has attended 
summer sessions there for three 
years. Because she works full-time 
in addition to going to school, she 
takes classes in the summer so she 
can earn her degree in less time. 
“When you’re trying to get it done 
and you can do it without inter- 
ruption in your schedule, you go,” 
she said.

ment from Marymount this August, 
said the main reason he took classes 
during the summer was because it 
allowed him to graduate a semes- 
ter early. He took courses during 
the year as well, and used vacation 
time from his job to take week-long 
intensive courses in personal law 
and employee compensation dur- 
ing the summer. 

Georgetown University recently 
integrated its summer school pro- 
grams into its year-round profes- 
sional development curriculum 
because, as interim dean of the 
School for Summer and Continuing 
Education Bob Thomas explained, 
“the working adult works on a 
whole different time clock than 
the semester.” They don’t want to 
stop just because the weather’s nice, 
he said, and usually want to stay 
committed to getting their degree 
or certificate. “You know it’s ‘This 
year we’re not going to the shore 
because Daddy’s gotta get his cer- 
tificate in financial planning.’” 

For those who don’t want to get 
a degree or certificate, or aren’t yet 
sure, summer can be a great way 
to test the waters or just dabble 
in a subject that seems interest- 
ing. Court TV aficionados might 
consider professor Mary Lindahl’s 
Field Experience in Criminal Court 
course, in which students sit in 
on trials and talk to prosecutors 
and judges about the cases. Her 
department, forensic psychology, 
also holds one -week classes dur- 
ing the summer; this year detec- 
tives will teach a course in crimi- 
nal investigation and assessment 
complete with polygraph machines 
and techniques for getting confes- 
sions. 

Non-degree applicants at 
Marymount, as at many of the 
area’s institutions, don’t need to 
go through as rigorous an applica- 
tion process as those who want a 
degree. Partially as a way to boost 
enrollment during the lagging sum- 
mer months, many schools make it 
easier to apply, especially if some- 
one wants to take only a course or 
two. Typically, enrollment involves 
filling out a one -page application 
form and providing basic academic 
information, such as a college tran- 
script. At George Washington, non- 
degree applicants don’t pay a fee to 
apply, as other students must do. 
“We’ve had people just walk in off 
the street and sign up for courses,” 
said Tim Terpstra, the summer ses- 
sion director. 



Train for a Career as Medical Assistant or Nursing Assistant 
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People who can’t imagine 
spending the summer locked in 
a classroom could check out the 
Natural History Field Studies 
Program at the Graduate School, 
USDA. It offers courses that take 
advantage of the area’s natural 
resources — Insect Life, Mushroom 
Identification and Summer 
Wildflower Identification. 

Cris Fleming, a botanist who 
teaches the wildflower course, 
first became interested in the sub- 
ject through the Graduate School’s 
summer classes. “I had a friend who 
could identify a weed in my back- 
yard and I just thought it was like 
magic,” she said. In her course, 
students take field trips to Great 
Falls, Va., and Hughes Hollow (a 
park north of Potomac, Md.) and 
learn how to recognize what they 
see. Though she does give a test, she 
emphasizes that the course is pri- 
marily for people with a personal 
interest. “You don’t really need any- 
thing but interest, enthusiasm and a 
little effort,” she said. Sounds like a 
trip to the beach. Elizabeth querna
